«Next tìme you see a small air- 
plane flying about 1500 feet above 
the ground it may be the air pa- 
trol plane spotting fires for the 
Mississippi Forestry Commission,” 
says Area Forester Glenn D. Pur- 
vis of Bay St. Louis. 

He explained that the Commis- 
sion uses about 20 planes for fire 
detection during the winter 
months when low visibility and 
frequency of fires make it - 
possible to locate all fires from 
lookout towers. Most patrol planes 
operate under a contract with the 
Commission. 

In addition to providing infor- 
mation as to location of a fire and 
whether or not it is a woods fire 
the plane is sometime able to 
spot a woods arsonist and keep 
him under observation while di- 
recting law officers to apprehend 
him. Communication between 
planes, lookout towers and fire- 
fighting crews is by two-way ra- 
dio. 

The plane which patrols Han- 
cock «County is based at Moss 
Point Airport and is operated by 
John Devries under terms of a 
contract with the Commission.

Miss. Safety Council 
Endorses Bill Raising 
Drivers Age To 16 


A Senate Bill raising the driv- 
ers age to 16 permitting 15 year- 
olders to qualify if they have 
completed a drivers education 
program has been endorsed by 
the Mississippi Safety Council. 


The bill has been approved by 
the Senate and awaits house con 
sideration. I¢ was introduced by 
Senator Gillespie Montgomery of 
Meridian. 


Louis Wise of Columbus, Presi- 
dent of the safety council said en 
actment of the bill would be “one 
of the most far-reaching steps in 
safety” that the current legisla- 
ture could take. 


“t would mean that minor 
would be well-trained before se- 
curing their drivers license,” Mr. 
Wise said. “Enactment of this 
bill and its strict enforcement 
would reduce traffic fatalities 
considerable.” É 


Another feature of the senate 
bill is that insurance rates would 
be reduced about 15 per cent, ac- 
cording to Senator Montgomery. 

Under the bill, 15 year-olders 
completing a recognized driver 
education course would be eligible 
to take examinations for drivers 
license, and if successful, secure 
their licenses. Others would be- 
come eligible at 16. 

“My bill means that drivers will 
be trained in all phases of the op- 
erations of a motor vehicle, as 
well as safety regulations and the 
rules of the road, Senator Mont- 
gomery said. “It would mean saf- 
er drivers on our highways.” 

About 125 high schools have 
driver education programs. Pass- 
uge of the bill would encourage 
others to adopt the program. 

Under the program, 30 hours 
classroom study is given and six 
hours actual driving instruction. 

Thirty-six states now have a 16 
year minimum age for issuance | 
of drivers licenses, while nine | 
have the 15 year limit and two as' 
low as 14 years of age. |

INDUSTRIAL HEALTH 
HAZARD BIG JOB FOR 
STATE BOARD HEALTH 


The control of industrial health 
hazards is constantly becoming a 
bigger and bigger job for the 
State Board of Health, according 
to the State Health Officers. 

Dr. A. L. Gray says that the 
rapid increase in industrialization 
in Mississippi more and more 
workers are exposed to more and 
more occupational hazards. 

Each-year, he says, finds more 
complex chemicals, plastics, iso- 
topes pesticides and production 
procedures that add to the occu- 
pational hazards in industry. 

“Stretching a protective arm 
around plant workes and the in- 
dustry and, at the same time, 
monitoring potential hazard areas 
outside of industries in order to 
protect the public from environ- 
mental contaminants”—that’s the 
way Dr. Gray describes the re- 
sponsibility of the State Board of 
Health in regard to industrializa- 
tion. 

The “stretching,” however, has 
become thinner and thinner as the 
number of industries has increas- 
ed without a coresponding in- 
crease in the public health occu- 
pational staff. 

One of the public health duties, 
as prescribed by law, is the reg- 
istration of all plants employing 
5 or more women and children, 
and inspecting them with respect 
to sanitation, safety, ventilation 
and lighting. 

Last year 239 plants were reg- 
idtered, and fees amounting to 
$27,840.00 were turned into the 
State Treasury. But, ironical

“We can expect increasingly 
dangerous fire conditions from 
now until the woods and fields 
‘green-up’ late in the spring,” he 
reported. : 

“The acceleration of farming 
and logging operations,- debris 
burning and increasing outdoor 
recreational. activities, combined 
with an abundance of fuels and 
the high winds of this season, 
make this a critical period for 
timberlands. Recently established 
plantations and other young trees 
are especially susceptible to fire- 
kill during this season,” Glenn 
Purvis continued. 

“Improvement of Hancock Coun- 
ty’s forest fire record and the ac- 
companying improvement of its 
economic base depends, in large 
measure, on the active interest 
and cooperation of all its people,” 
Glenn Purvis added. 

He explained that caution 
should be exercised in the burn- 
ing off of fields at this time. For 
ease of control, a  fire-break 
should be cleared around the 
area and the fire set to burn 
against the wind. Burning on days 
of high winds should be avoided, 
as the fire will be difficult to 
control. Serious damage is often 
caused by fire of this nature 
that escape control.

It is time to get the garden 
ready. This means cleaning up 
rows, making them up. Selecting 
seed and generally getting set for 
early planting. 


It is getting late already for 
English peas. Irish potatoes should 
be planted without delay. Other

He declared that more, not few- 
er, restrictions- should. be imposed 
on REA’s policy of making loans 
for unneeded and uneconomical |` 
electrical generating plants and 
transmission lines which dupli- 
cate existing power supplies avail- 
able to the co-ops from investor- 
owned, regulated’ public utilities. 
He particularly criticized REA’s 
policy of secrecy under which. the 
loans are made without giving 
interested parties a chance to be 
heard or the merits of the loans 
to be examined. 

In Southeast Mississippi, Mr. 
Watson stated, loan allocations 
of $16,091,000 have been made to 
a super co-op to construct a pro- 
posed generating and transmis- 
sion system. In hearings before 
the Mississippi Public Service 
Commission the G & T co-op man- 
ager introduced 40 year non can- 
cellable contracts signed by the 
super co-op with member systems 
specifying electric rates which 
are 30 per cent higher than they 
are paying the Mississippi Power 
Company for the same service. 

The REA’s new policy of mak- 
ing unjustifiable and uneconomi- 
cal loans is embodied in the so 
called “third criterion” under 
which allocations of funds can 
uow be made “where generation 
and transmission facilities are 
necessary to protect the security 
and effectiveness of REA-financed 
systems.” Mr. Watson said this 
criterion gives the Administrator 
unlimited license and should be 
specifically forbidden. 

He urged the House Committee 
to include in any new REA legis- 
lation a provision that loans for 
generation and transmission facil- 
ities should not be made where an 
adequate, economical power sup- 
is available from existing 
sources and until interested par- 
ties have had an opportunity to 
be heard. 

The witness said Mississippi 
Power Company has never oppos- 
ed and does not now oppose the
